You Stand Accused. How do you plead? 

IT CAN HAPPEN TO ANYONE, at any time, in any game. One or more angry 
letters will arrive in the morning mail, denouncing you for being a 
scheming fiend, or worse. They will accuse you of unwarranted hos- 
tility towards themselves or other players. They will announce that 
they are "well aware" of your dastardly schemes, and are banding to- 
gether forthwith to deal with the threat you pose. They will tell 
you exactly with whoa you are allied, and why. They may even blame 
other people's moves, howe ver imprudent or clever they may seem, on 
you. 

There is only one big problem with all of this ; for once in your 
life, you* re not guilty I Someone has done a masterful Job of painting 
you in the guise of the "Great Satan." It may be a false representation 
of your tame positions, or it may be an honest misreading of your 
motives and intents, but the bottom line is that people believe it to 
be the truth, and they are intent upon acting accordingly. Now it is 
up to the accused to diffuse this threat to his overall credibility, 
before the entire board descends upon him in a flurry of righteous 
wrath. 

You have to carefully consider the tenor of your responses, as 
well as the degree of their factual content. The schemers in the bunch 
may base their final Judgments on your credibility on the way in which 
you have worded your denials. They may wish to see you strike an in- 
dignant pose; the angrier you seem, the more thay may believe you. Or, 
they may expect to see the ramblings of the bewildered innocent. Much 
of tills depends on your particular "Image" — Kathy Byrne might not buy 
the sweet and innocent approach from a Paul Rauterberg or a Sleaze 
Stafford 1 But she might be shocked to receive a condemnatory missive 
from the ferocious Daf , and would probably accuse Rauterberg of ghost- 
writing her letter. 

After setting the tone of your response, you have to decide how 
best to disabuse your accusers of their false notions. Simple denials 
are rarely enough of themselves, especially in those cases where you 
are not commonly regarded as a simple person.

being threatened by this alleged twosome? 

Now you are ready to proceed from the "defensive" to the "offensive." 
You devise a clever, rational plan for a dynamic A uafcro— Russian alliance. 
You note that Italy and Turkey are intent upon Austria's demise, so they 
will be too busy to note Russian designs on Blk Sea and mainline Turkey.

Here enters the concept of the "self-fulfilling prophecy." You 
come to the realization that the lies about you are believed, and that 
two or more players are intent upon acting ..accordingly. "Well," you 
mutter r "if they have already judged and passed sentence upon my plans, 
I may as well be guilty in fact." You might proceed to promote an active 
E/A alliance, but don't atop there. Try to get Germany into the act as 
well. Tell them that they are guilty by association, and we innocent 
good guys have got to stick together. They may buy it. It might even 
work 1 

Self-fulfilling prophecies aren't always the products of rational 
responses to irrational provokations, lamentably.
